Trustee Richard Radke an- 
nounced that the owners of 
the new Certified Food Store 
to be opened soon on Lake 
St. had requested a -beer li- 
" cense. 

The liquor ordinance limits 
beer licenses to one to every 
3,000 of population. . At pres- 
. cnt, the only such license in 
the village is held by . the 
Jewel Food Store. 

The .population of the vil- 
lage, as shown by the 1065 
census, is 2,778. Attorney 
Edward . Jacobs suggested 
that, in his belief, the popu- 
lation of the village now 
exceeds 3,000. The last cen- 
sus, he pointed out, was tak- 
en at village expense, to gain 
extra revenue from the Mo- 
tor Fuel tax money. The 
village received $5 per per- 
son from this.tex. 
~ If trustees wished .to issue 
the license, Jacobs said, they 
_ might consider taking an- 
other census, with Certified 
paying two-thirds of the cost. 
The village would - gain Mo-

Civil Defense Director Ed- 
ward Frazier presented the 
board — -with — a — check— for- 
$70O.16r-reimbursment~from 
the. Civil Defe'nse Agency 
for one-half the cost of the 
disaster-warning siren. Fra- 
zier pointed out that the vil- 
lage had requested $710 re- 
imbursement. The amount 
paid represented one-half the 
total cost of the siren, includ- 
ing the installation and labor. 

Frazier asked that the 
board— consider— purchasing 
four monitor radios, costing 
$128 each, for use by him- 
self, the firemen, police, and 
answering service.

Several things need to* be 
said about" the recent :"anti 
war" demonstrations. • - This 
was riot simply a spontaneous 
converging oh Washington of 
protesters against the war in 
Vietnam, nor was it solely a 
gathering of long - haired, 
bearded "hippies." A num 
; ber .of reputable, and well 
intentioned. groups partici 
pated — including the Ameri- 
can, Friends' Service Commit- 
tee, the Inter - University 
Christian Movement. the 
Catholic Peace Fellowship, 
the Jewish Peace Fellowship, 
the Southern Christian Lead-; 
ois hip Conference, and the 
Women Strike for Peace. . 

However, some of the lead- 
ership oT this massive demon-- 
st ration were hardly repre- 
sentative of the legitimate 
and sincere protesters. Con- 
sider, for instance, David 
Dellingeri General' Chairman 
of_ the coordinating group 
that sponsored the Washing- 
ton demonstration,. Dellinger 
and 40 other Americans arc 
reported to have conferred 
with 35 North . Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong leaders in 
Communist . -Czechoslovakia 
-while- the'y were preparing 
for the Washington march. 
This preliminary meeting 
wtih Communist elements is 
particularly ominous, when 
viewed in the context of sub- 
sequent events. Indeed, "this 
pro-Communist' participation 
with planners of the Wash- 
ington '"Peace March", helps 
to explain the .well-organized, 
carefully executed . demon- 
strations which were coord- 
inated throughout the coun- 
try* arid the world*. It, is 
frightening, and yet clearly 
apparent that many Vd the

ANTI-POLLUTION BILL 

Gov. Otto Rerner has sign- 
ed into law S. B.. 1794, which * 
institutes strong new anti- 
pollution and Water control 
procedures and responsibili- 
ties foivthe State of Illinois. - 

The bill creates penalties 
for violation of the anti-pollu-. 
tion law by requiring a mini- " 
mum fine of $1,000 a day arid 
a maximum fine of S10,000-a- 
day'and up.to one year in 
prison for violators. Much 
of the bill concerns- Lake' 
Michigan, defining pollution 
of the lake and making such 
pollution unlawful* Surveys 
of .the lake may be made reg- 
ularly by the Sanitary Water 
Board. 

In signing-the bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Arlhur_Gott- 
schalk of Flossmoor, Gover- 
nor Kcrner pointed out that 
the bipartisan legislaion in- 
cludes strong and meaningful 
steps to, combat pollution. He 
vetoed an earlier, weak bill 
that had largely duplicated

It shocks the sensibilities 
of every ( thoughtful Ameri- 
can that' the flag of Com- 
munist North Vietnam should 
be * displayed and honored 
before the heroic Statue of 
Abraham Lincoln, while, in 
Soviet Bloc nations, the ham- 
mer-ond-sickle was flying in 
coordinated Communist* dem- 
onstrations. 

- It has been reported that 
more than $1 million was ex- 
pended to maintain order 
and to protect* life and prop- 
erty while the demonstrators 
purported to" j exercise their 
constitutional "right to pro- 
test." This expense includes 
cleaning up the offensive, and 
sometimes— obscene, litter 
which the demonstrators left 
behind whthi the ' tiirhult fi- 
nally ^ended, It would seem 
appropriate to ask by what 
rights or authority protest- 
ers may burden a community 
or nation with their threats, 
ill manners and bad. habits? 

The recent Washington 
demonstration contrasted 
strikingly- with the historic 
•Civil Rights March" of 1963. 
This orderly, and nobly in- 
spired event focused " appro- 
priate attention on the un- 
democratic denial, of consti- 
tutional . voting and other 
rights which -were unattain-

lor their lives, the safety of | This is true, but the volume 
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their families, their hpmes, 
and their businesses. The 
cause of their, fear is CRIME. 

Without a doubt, crime is 
rapidly becoming our Na- 
tion's number one internal 
problem. For years, we have 
seen apologists, misguided 
sociologists, and well-mean- 
ing but misinformed public 
officials rationalize the spi- 
raling crime rate and excuse 
criminal behavior. We have 
seen' an apathetic public ig- 
nore the .warning signals of 
surging criminality which is 
costing taxpayers an esti- 
mated $27 billion annually. 
We have . seen a criminal 
"feedback", ' caused by judi- 
cial leniencies; including par- 
dons, paroles, .* and proba- 
tion", which is a disgrace to 
our system of criminal jus- 
tice. And we have seen 
loopholes, technicalities, and 
delays release hundreds of 
hardened, unrepentant crim- 
inals on the. streets to prey 
again on the public while 
awaiting trial on easily "prov- 
able charges. 

Nearly 3Vt million crimes 
were reported in 19G6, an 11 
percent increase over 1965. 
Figures for the frist months 
of 1907 show a 17 percent 
increase above the 1966 
totals ~for the- same- period. 
Is it any wonder that more 
and more people are living 
in fear of crime? 

. Let us examine some of the 
popular arguments by those 
who attempt to explain away 
our intolerable crime prob- 
lem. First, we are told that 



of crime is up 62 percent 
since 1960 while our national 
population has risen only J 
percent during that period. 
Thus, crime is outstripping 
population growth- by almost 
7 to 1. 

We are told that revised 
and- improved reporting 
methods by law enforce- 
ment agencies result in more 
violations being reported. 
This - contention carries no 
weight. .Hundreds of depart- 
ments which have had ap- 
proved unfiorm crime re« 
porting systems for years 
continue to have increases in 
all categories year after year 
with no change whatsoever 
in their reporting methods. 
These increases are attribut- 
able to only One thing— a rise 
in the ■-. volume of crime. 
Further, agencies which do 
update their 'reporting sys- 
tems are not included in' the 
national trend totals, until 
they have established two 
comparable records under 
their revised setup.. This is 
done to avoid any marked in- 
crease or decrease which may 
result from a change in re* 
porting procedures. 

And we are told that much 
of the rise in crime is caused 
by the extensive population 
growth- of-the -crime-prone 
young age group. Here again 
we see shallow reasoning. 
The young-age-grpup popu- 
lation, 10 to 17 years, rose 
19 percent during the 7-year 
period of 1960 through 1966. 
Arrests of persons in this 
group for serious crimes .in-

The young child who is 
criminally assaulted, the cor- 
ner grocer who is repeatedly 
robbed, the elderly lady at 
the bus stop who is mugged 
and brutally beaten, and the 
thousands of others who are 
victimized each day by vic- 
ious thugs want instant as 
well . as permanent relief. 
They! too, have rights. .But 
their cries for help are fre- 
quently drowned out by the 
clamor for mercy and len- 
iency for guilty lawbreakers 
who scoff at, law and order 
and the rights of society* . 

Justice must extend be- 
yond the courtroom back to 
the site where- the' victim's 
rights are violated. When 
the individual is no longer 
Reasonably secure in his 
home and on the streets of 
his community, then, justice 
is not served. Rather, the 
criminal is being favored at 
the expense of the iaw-abid- 
ing citizen.- 

Crime can , ho longer be 
shrouded by appeasement 
and rationalization. Its mag- 
nitude is frightening. Crime 
must be reduced. by eliminat- 
ing the huge profits and the 
soft justice which- attract 
criminal-minded individuals. 
Avalanches of crime and ter- 
rorism cannot be tolerated in 
a .society of free men.. Either 
we win the war against crime 
or. the priceless heritage 
which we cherish will be des- 
troyed, j -; 

Full justice is needed — 
sterh justice. We heed jus- 
tice which keeps the balance 
true and affords the law-abid- 
ing public ah even break! We 
need justice which deals 
swiftly . and surely with the 
criminal, convincing justice 
which means a quick arrest, 
prompt prosecution, and sub-. 
stantial punishment of the 
guilty lawbreaker. . ,

Use Caution 
If Driving 
At Night 

To- avoid accidents at night 
we must change our driving 
habits, says the Lake County 
Safety Commission. Willi the 
longer hours of darkness in 
fall' and winter, traffic haz- 
ards increase. At night, a 
defensive driver will allow 
more distance, for. stopping 
and widen the gap when fol- 
lowing, other vehicles.. He 
will use caution when back- 
ing or turning. 

Night driying requires 
wise use of headlights, .Be 
sure to dim your lights .when 
nieeting'or following another 
car. Never drive with park- 
ing lights! Their smaller size 
misleads other drivers and 
you appear farther away than 
you -are. -And^ besides, it's 
against the law! 

When you drive at night, 
make it easy for other driv- 
ers to sec you, says the Lake 
County Safety Commissioh. 
Turn, o'n your headlights' at 
dusk and' dawnY" hi case of 
a breakdown, pull off the 
road and turn on_ all .your 
lights. If your lights are 
burned out use a flare or a 
flashlight to warn other mo- 
torists. 

When .driving at .night 
avoid steady driving during 
your usual bedtime. Remem- 
ber, you' are less, alert at 
that time. Drinking will only 
add to your troubles by fur- 
ther-reducing, your alegfaefo 
and your ability . to make 
quick decisions. 

Night driving . demands 
more caution. The most dan- 
gerous hours are between 
five and eight i" the eve- 
ning. Remember, you can't 
"see as well' at night. Slow 
down at sundown. Drive- 10 
niiles slower than you would 
nn-daylime^-JncreaseJolIow^ 
ing distance and watch that 
car ahead. The L.C. Safety 
Commission says accidents 
increase. when we hurry.

For instance, 
the disabled pdrson must 
have, worked on -a job cov- 
ered by the Social j Security 
Law for at least five years in 
the ten-year t period* ending 
with the date he became un- 
able to work because of dis- 
ability. The five years of 
work do not have to be con- 
secutive. . Next, there * is *l 
wailing period of six months 
after the^peVsoirbeeanie^un- 
able to work, before benefits 
are actually, payable.. | Final- 
ly, the illness or injury in us'f 
be expected to last twelve 
or more months. 

B'arnett emphasized, that if. 
application: for' disability 
benefits is delayed tod long, 
some benefits may be^ lost. 
On the other hand, there is 
no restriction as to how early 
after, disability begins that 
a. claim for benefits may be 
filed. As soon as ikis believ- 
ed that an illness or injury 
may last for twelve or, more 
months, a claim for disability 
benefits is advisable. Even 
in doubtful cases, an applica- 
tion is worthwhile because it 
can ensure a prompt pay- 
merit~df~tirV first check.

"The U433 townships in 
Illinois which carry on gov- 
ernment activities are pure 
democracies." said Shapiro.

Any 
manufacturer convicted of 
violating the act or the rules
